PROBABLY HUNDREDS WHO RETURN WITH SMALL PACKETS (1-3 
KILOS) OF PROCESSED HEROIN AND MAKE A MARKET IN GERMANY. 
WE HAVE YET TO SEE ANY EVIDENCE OF MAJOR ORGANIZATIONS 
INVOLVED BUT IT SEEMS CLEAR THAT MIDDLE EAST HEROIN, 
CARRIED BY TURKS AND OTHERS HAVE FILLED THE GAP LEFT 
BY THE CHINESE. SMUGGLING OF CANABIS FROM THE MIDDLE 
EAST CONTINUES UNABATED WITH GERMAN CUSTOMS SEIZING 
OVER 5 TONS ALONE IN A TWO WEEK PERIOD IN OCTOBER, 

1977. (IN ALL OF 1976 THEY SEIZED 5,316 KILOGRAMS.) 

6. ENFORCEMENT CAPACITY: BECAUSE OF THE FEDERAL 
SYSTEM MOST LAW ENFORCEMENT EFFORTS ARE ON THE LAND 
LEVEL AND FIGURES FOR LAENDER POLICE INVOLVED IN 
NARCOTICS ARE NOT READILY AVAILABLE. THE FEDERAL 
POLICE (BKA) HAS A PERMANENT ANTI-NARCOTICS STAFF 

OF 37 WORKING OUT OF BKA HEADQUARTERS IN WIESBADEN. 

OVER THE PAST FEW YEARS DEA HAS TRAINED A NUMBER OF 
GERMANS: IN FEBRUARY 1978 IT WILL COORDINATE THE TRAIN- 
ING OF A TEN MAN TOP LEVEL FRG DELEGATION WHO WILL 
STUDY THE EL PASO INTELLIGENCE CENTER AND THE STRIKE 
FORCE CONCEPT IN LOS ANGELS. 

FRG FOREIGN ASSISTANCE: IN 1977 THEGERMANS CONTRIB- 
UTED 500,000 DEUTSCH MARKS TO THE UN FUND FOR DRUG 
ABUSE. THE FRG HAS ALSO RETAINED ITS POLICE TRAINING 
CONTINGENT IN AFGHANISTAN. 

7. INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION: THE FRG HAS BEEN ACTIVE 
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IN DEVELOPING BETTER INTERNATIONAL, PARTICULARLY 
EUROPEAN COOPERATION IN COMBATTING DRUG ABUSE. THE 
MOST SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENT HAS BEEN THE ORGANIZATION 
OF THE GERMAN-BASED PERMANENT WORKING GROUP (PWG) 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ON NARCOTICS IN 1973. THE PWG CONSISTS OF MEMBERS 
FROM ALL LAENDER, DUTCH REPRESENTATIVES, THE DEA AGENT 
IN BONN, AND MEMBERS OF THE US MILITARY; PERMANENT 
OBSERVERS INCLUDE REPRESENTATIVES FROM INTERPOL, 
FRANCE, LUXEMBOURG, AND BELGIUM. THE CHIEF OF THE 
BKA'S ANTI-NARCOTICS SQUAD (SCHRAMM) HEADS THE GROUP. 
THE GROUP'S WORK HAS HELPED TO BETTR COORDINATE 
DOMESTIC GERMAN EFFORTS AND COOPERATION WITH ITS 
NEIGHBORS. IN ADDITION FRG INTERIOR MINISTERS HAVE 
ACTIVELY PARTICIPATED IN THE THREE EUROPEAN MINISTERIAL 
CONFERENCES SET UP UNDER THE "POMPIDOU INITIATIVE" TO 
DEVELOP ANTI-NARCOTICS COOPERATION AMONG WEST 
EUROPEAN STATES.
